The Dupleix and the Montcaim are of

7,678 and 9,367 tons, respectively. Each,
carries eight 6.4-inch guns and smaller
ones. The tierman cruisers S.-harnhorst
and (ineisenau are sister ships, di"-
placing 11,420 tons. They were launched
in 1906. and each carries eight 8.2-inch
guns and the cruiser equipment of
smaller guns
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
